The New Wonderful Dwarf Cherry Tree. 
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years igo. Having been a nurseryman for many years, they at once impressed 

me as being a new and valuable variety which I had never seen before either 

PS in America or Europe. Before investing any capital in their cultivation, I 

experimented for three years with them. and found they far exceeded my expectations. 
The following is a faithful description of the trees: 

The parent cherry tree stock grew scarcely eight inches high, the branches then 
radiating in all directions to a distance of 18 to 20 feet. These branches were laying 
flat on the gravel, laden with plump, black cherries, which were gathered by the bushel 
off a single tree. I have found that these trees could be trained upon trellis or buildings 
eight feet high in five years, and can be raised in any other shape, as desired, such as to 
form pavillions, fan shape. etc. 

One of my customers last summer forced some of these trees with surprising results. 
Plenty of cow manure was applied and the ground around the trees deeply cultivated, 
kept free from weeds and grass around their roots and planted where they would have 
all-day sunshine. As a result, the trees grew 64 feet in height, with many branches 
in all directions, in one summer, and had over 1,400 cherries on last summer, on a 
three years’ growth only. Remember, this same care given these trees will have the 
same result with you. 

To sum up, first, plant the trees into black sandy loam or gravelly soil; second, use 
fertilizer if planted in poor soil, and plenty of it; third, plant in all-day’s sunshine to 
make them bear well; fourth, cultivate like curn, potatoes, etc. 

N. B.—Please cut no branches off the tree to raise fruit on, or you will cut the 
coming fruit off, sure. Cut only branches off the tree for ornamental uses, such as 
groups, and ornamental hedges, to suit taste and necessity, etc. For ornamental pur- 
poses these trees are very beautiful if trimmed and shaped in form desired. I had five 
small trees planted in a group on the lawn of 518 Monroe avenue (near Pullman car 
shops), cnt and trimmed as often as was necessary in round-top shape. It makes a 
beautiful ornament and can be seen any day with its long, slender, willow-shaped 
leaves, which turn red in the fall, and hang on the very latest of all foliage. 


NEW ORNATSIENTAL HEDGE.—Mrs. T. W. Palmer, wife of the ex-Senator, had 
100 of these trees planted for an ornamental hedge 6 inches apart. These are now 
growing compactly together, and will be trimmed to the desired shape and height. 
They have thus far done remarkably well, and a new form of ornamental hedge is 
practically introduced. of which this distinguished lady is the pioneer. 


Hardiness.—These trees are extremely hardy, and stand the rigors of any climate. 
The severest cold of our northern States does not affect them, as they grow and do well 
where apple trees freeze. Yet they grow well even in the Southern States, so I feel safe 
in saying they will do well in all the States and Territories. 

Please remember this wonderful Dwarf Cherry Tree does not grow at all like the 
English, nor the Rocky Mountain, Choke or Wild cherry, nor like the Jerusalem cherry. 
My Dwarf Cherry Trees have willow-shaped leaves, red roots like sassafras, different 
shaped trees. roots. leaves and cherries. The English cherries can be bought yearly from 
$1 to $2 per bushel, but the Dwarf Cherries realize at least $4 per bushel. 

I have budded the Crawford Peach and grafted the large prune trees on the Dwarf 
Cherry stalks now growing, as can be seen in my nursery, resembling the shape of their 
original trees, with wide tops full of branches, only two feet high, dwarfed, and two 
years’ growth, full of bearing buds, that will fruit in 1895. They look very thrifty, as 
the peach and prune grafts get plenty of nourishment from the rooty Dwarf Cherry 
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6 =¥ HESE natural dwarf, not grafted, cherry trees were discovered in the North- 

west about six years ago, and at once struck me as being a new and valuable 

(° variety. Before investing any capital-in the enterprise I experimented for 

«) three years with them, and found they more than answered my expectations 

The parent stock grew only about eight inches in height, with a stem as thick as a plum 

tree, and threw out branches in all directions from 18 to 20 feet in length. These laid 

on the gravel where the trees were growing, and hanging from them were thousands of 

plump black cherries which could be gathered by the bushel. By careful cultivation 

and nursing I have produced an ideal cherry tree, and one more prolific for its size 
than any other known variety, of which there are over 300. 


DESCRIPTION.—These trees at the present time (of only four years’ growth), are 
about six feet in height, and have a spread of six feet in diameter, and resemble in 
shape a boy’s top. The foliage is a dark green in color and leaves shaped like the wil- 
low, long and narrow. The rootsare yellowish red, something resembling sassafras in 
color, and the main, or tap roots grows directly down for moisture to about the height 
of the tree. The feeders to the tap roots are very abundant. The bark resembles other 
cherry trees in color, fibre and genefal appearance. 


FRUIT.—The fruit is jet black in color and soft when ripe, not quite as large as 
the common cherry, with a pit much smaller, which fully makes up the difference in 
size. 

It is more plum-like in consistency, not having the brittle hardness of the ordinary 
cherry, very sweet when fully ripe, and withaslightly acrid taste. GooD FOR THE TABLE, 
and makes a most delicious and very medicinal cordial or pectoral, with very little trou- 
ble. They ripenin the latter part of July and August, thus giving a fresh cherry when 
the season is over for the ordinary ones. (The pectoral is non-intoxicating, very warm 
and soothing to the stomach and creates appetite.) 


CULTIVATION.—These trees should be planted in the open where they can get 
all day sunshine, on any soil where corn and vegetables succeed, and cultivated deep and 
fertilized well for the first two or three years, to give a sturdy growth. They do not do 
well onclay or poor ground. Unlike most other fruit trees, they do better by being 
forced, and prove it in their early bearing (the second year after transplanting) and 
the large quantity and superior quality of the cherries. Give them plenty of cow 
manure or liquid dressing. 

Last summer, Mr. Wallich, a gentleman on Mack Avenue, tried forcing and care 
on anumber of these trees with surprising results. The previous spring the trees 
were planted, being then in their first year’s growth. Plenty of cow manure was given, 
and the ground cultivated deep and kept free from weeds and grass around the roots. 
As a result they grew 61¢ feet in height, and each tree will this year produce at least 
1,000 cherries, and will increase in bearing yearly. 


FOR ORNAMENT.—For ornamental purposes these trees are very beautiful; their 
rapid growth and pliant limbs allowing them to be pruned and shaped in any way 
desired. Planted in groups of four or five on the lawn, and trimmed as they grow in 
in cone, ball, or top shapes, they make a very pretty ornament and almost evergreen, as 
the leaves remain very late. They can also be trained on a trellis, summer-house or 
pavillion, in fan, or any other shape desired. 
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A NEW FORM OF ORNAIENTAL HEDGE.—Mrs. Thomas W. Palmer last 
spring had 100 of these trees planted for an ornamental hedge 6 inches apart. ‘These J ¥ 
will soon grow compactly together, and will be trimmed to the desired shape and 
height. They have thus far done remarkably well, and a new form of ornamental — 


hedge is practically introduced, of which this distinguished lady is the pioneer. 


HARDINESS.—They are extremely hardy and stand the rigors ofany climate. The — 
severest cold of our Northern States does not affect them, and I have‘lately received very 
flattering accounts from some in Southern California where they have been cultivated, 
for the past two years. So I feel safe in saying they will do well in all the States and 
Territories. During thesix years I have been experimenting [ have found them entirely 
free from insects of all kinds, although other trees in the same neighborhood have been 
troubled with various pests. Another point: trees planted in the Detroit Water Works 
grounds 4 years ago, bore bountifully last year, while other cherry trees in this vicinity 
had no crop. This shows that what affects the ordinary cherry tree does not affect the 
dwarf cherry tree. 


TO SUM UP.—Given, ist, good sandy loam or gravelly soil; 2nd, fertilization 
and plenty of it; 3rd, an all day’ssun; 4th, cultivation for two or three years, and I will 
guarantee that no other investment of time or money will prove one haif as profitable 
as the same spent in these new dwarf cherry trees. 


PROOFS. 


Four years ago (1889) 100 of these trees were planted in the Detroit Water Works 
Park. A portion of these were allowed to follow their natural course, and are now low, 
wide spreading trees like the parent stock before described. The others were trimmed 
of their lower branches to drive upward, and are now, in their fourth year, 6 feet high and 
tapering to a wide top 6 feet in diameter, making a most beautiful ornament. These 
trees have borne fruit since their second year’s growth (see testimonial below), and the 
stems are about 4 inches in diameter. They have had no particular care except 
trimming. Mr. Wallich’s experience, given above, shows what forcing and care will do 
with them. These trees can also be budded or grafted with the peach. plum or any 
stone fruit tree. I have some now grafted with the Crawford Peach, which are full of 
bearing buds only last summer’s growth and will bear this year. I will cheerfully 
give all information to prospective customers and show them what I have thus far 
accomplished. The four trees I exhibited at the World’s Fair, were transplanted in 
May last. The roots were twisted and bent up to allow them to be put into nail kegs to 
transport. Yet in spite of this ill treatment, they bbre over 600 cherries there last 
August, then only two years’ growth. They grew but little in their cramped quarters 
and the cherries were only about half size, and the taste imperfect, but what better 
could be expected under the circumstances ?

stalks. They were planted in nail kegs two years ago, ready for removal the coming 
year when in bearing. 

These dwarfed trees will never break off from their cherry roots, as the Dwarf 
Cherry stalks under the peach and prune grows from 8 to 10 inches thick, while the 
pear on quince does break off. Just think! the dwarfed peach and prune trees bearing 
yearly after the first two years’ growth, and yet so small that from 500 to 1000 trees 
can be planted to the acre. They are easily protected from the cold, will bear every 
year in most climates, even when large trees may fail. Look at the quantity of fruit 
from one acre, and more yearly, as they grow older and larger. This will be the most 
practical way to raise peaches in the future. 

I have also the cherry pits for sale as seeds, which will grow if my directions are 
carefully followed. Some nurserymen have failed in growing them, but it can be done 
if care be taken, which is attested by the fact that I have raised such trees, and can send 
all needed information to purchasers. Not less than $1 lots will be sold, but more if 
desired. These seeds planted begin to bear fruit after two years’ growth. I had on 
exhibition at the World’s Fair in Chicago trees raised in this manner. Although 
planted in such cramped quarters as nail kegs, these four trees bore over 600 cherries, 
which ripened at the fair. and were greatly admired by fruit growers. Remember 
the three year old trees will soon bear enough cherries to pay for themselves, while those 
planted from their seeds are growing. I had a five-year-growth Dwarf Cherry Tree, 
which was four inches thick on the stump and seven feet high. driven up by fast culti- 
vation, with top boughs nine feet in diameter, as a trial successfully transplanted last 
spring, and it is growing nicely at the present time.
